There is no
longer any disposition on the part of helders
to make concossions, a8 there has been fora
few weeks past. Buyers would be giad to ob-
tain Bessemer and mill irons at prices offered
ten days ago. For the former producers are
unwilling to contract 3 month abead at 5 per
ton aver present market rates,

Munufactured lron stands the same as last
wook, but there is this niference, that marketa
weare then weak while now they are strong with
an upward tenaeney. There is also 2 more
potive demand tor rails 3t prices of a week ago.
N ails have not yet shared in the upward move-
ment of prices, but may be quoted steady at
old rates,

Baid opne of our most conservative iron
broders to-dny: 1 feel that the tiae has
turned, and that we are to bave better wron
markeis from now on to fall. A week ago I
bad my fears that the upward movement
malght not start up till fall.  While there is no
boom, there is a decided lmprovement in the
irom situation the past week, and prospocis are
good {or active markets for the balanve of the
Jyoar."

placed on the table, all the membors partook
of the Lord's Supper. Every set of four
brothers and overy set of four sisters ate soup

out of one dish, two sitting on each sidsof &
narrow table.
